WASHINGTON (AP) — Despite 
claims o f co mplete co ntro l o f So uth Viet­ 
nam, the new rev o lutio nary go v ernment 
and Hano i still may hav e the pro blem o f 
co ntinued ho ldo uts and v estigial guer­ 
rilla units fro m remnants o f the Viet­ 
namese army , o fficial so urces repo rt. 
The so urces say so me military units in 
the Meko ng Delta, including tho se fro m 
the Ho a Hao and Cao Dai religio us sects, 
may still be ho lding o ut. 
Other gro ups east o f Dalat and amo i^ 
the Mo ntagnards in t he central highlands 
also may hav e melted into the hills to 
await further actio n witho ut surrender­ 
ing their arms. 
Ho wev er, there is no military leader at 
this po int who co uld unify these div erse 
units. 
Anti-Co mmunist guerrillas wo uld face 
many difficulties, particularly in finding a 
co nstant so urc“e o f supply . 
In the past, So uth Vietnamese to ld 
American o fficials that if the Viet Co ng 
came to Saigo n they wo uld go to the lairs 
o f the VC. 
So me o f this thinking is believ ed to be 
o perating no w. 
The new bo sses o f So uth Vietnam who 
. came fro m a guerrilla warfare back­ 
gro und hav e mo v ed swiftly to sto p an in­ 
surgency befo re it can dev elo p. It is 
believ ed this is o ne o f the reaso ns they 
demanded that So uth Vietnam's last pre­ 
sident, Duo ng Van "Big” Minh, disband 
the army and the administrativ e ap­ 
paratus o f the Vietnam go v ernment. 
The new rev o lutio nary go v ernment is 
ex pected to mo v e slo wly in co nso lidating 
its fo rces. 
The Pro v isio nal Rev o lutio nary Go v ­ 
ernment — PRG as it was kno wn befo re 
taking po wer — was no t a go v ernment in 
the full sense o f the wo rd. It was mo re o f 
a cabinet with o nly 125 peo ple in to p po si­ 
tio ns. 
At the grass ro o ts areas where the Viet 
Co ng held co ntro l, there were rev o lu­ 
tio nary co mmittees. 


But there was no in-between 
bureaucracy co nnecting the rev o lu­ 
tio nary co mmittees at the bo tto m and 
the PRG co mmand at the to p, acco rding 
to analy sts here. 


No w, it is ex pected t^ t new rev o lu­ 
tio nary co mmittees will be established 
no t o nly at all v illage lev els but also in 
the big cities such as Saigo n, which has 
been renamed Ho Chi Minh City . One re­ 
v o lutio nary co mmittee is being fo rmed 
fo r each 3,000 peo ple.

Chairman Tho mas E. Mo rgan, D-Pa., 
o f the Ho use Internatio nal Relatio ns 
Co mmittee said his panel may start so o n 
o n such a bill but that he wants the ad­ 
ministratio n's determinatio n o f ho w 
much mo ney is needed. 
Ho use Majo rity Leader Tho mas P. 
O’Neill said, “ There is no reaso n in the 
wo rld the Co mmittee o n Internatio nal 
Relatio ns can’t bring in” such a bill nex t 
week. 
The reso lv e to start anew fo llo ws the 
Ho use v o te 'Thursday rejecting a bill fo r 
$327 millio n in refugee aid and autho rity 


fo r President Fo rd to use tro o ps in the 
ev acuatio n, which already was co mplet­ 
ed. The bill was v o ted do wn 246 to 162. 
Oppo nents o f the bill claimed it wo uld 
hav e permitted Fo rd to send U.S. tro o ps 
back to Vietnam while o thers ex pressed 
co ncern that so me o f the aid destined fo r 
refugees still in Vietnam wo uld fall into 
the hands o f the co nquering Viet (^ng 
and No rth Vietnamese fo rces. 
The Ho use actio n ev o ked a stro ng 
respo nse fro m Fo rd, who urged the 
Ho use and Senate "to appro v e quickly 
new legislatio n pro v iding assistance.... 
To do o therwise wo uld be a repudiatio n 
o f the finest principles and traditio ns o f 
America." 
Fo rd said the Ho use v o te "do es no t 
reflect the v alues we cherish as a natio n 
o f immigrants. It is no t wo rthy o f a peo ­ 


p le wh ich h as liv ed by th e p h ilo so p h y 
sy mbo lized in th e Statu e o f Liberty . It 
reflects fear an d misu n d erstan d in g 
rath er th an ch arity an d co mp assio n ." 
He said Co n g ress “may be assu red 
th at I (k> n o t in ten d to sen d th e armed 
fo rces o f th e Un ited States back in to 
Vietn amese territo ry .'" 
Ho u se Demo cratic cau cu s Ch airman 
Ph ilip Bu rto n o f Califo rn ia said h e 
believ ed Fo rd was h o n o rable an d mean t 
th at.

When asked ho w the recessio n started, 
replies ranged fro m "I do n’t kno w” to the 
Vietnam war. 
Diligently writing in the co rner o f the 
ro o m, o ne third grade bo y based his 
o pinio n o n ex cess spending. “ It began 
when we went to war. When we had to buy 
guns and ammunitio n, etc.,” he wro te. 
Ano ther said: "Peo ple spend to o much 
mo ney o n feedii^ cats and di^s.” 
But the majo rity o f the y o ungsters 
blamed ill-fated go v ernment decisio ns. 
President “ Nickso n ” and human greed fo r 
the co untry ’s eco no mic pro blems. 
“ Mo ney isn’t wo rth as much as it used to 
he ” srrah'hed a hlnnriA.hA9ided third crrade 
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girl. “ My dad wanted to buy a dishwasher 
because the o ld o ne bro o k, but we didn’t 
hav e eno ugh mo ney so we didn’t get o ne.” 
Ano ther wro te, “ Nix o n started shiping 
go o ds, o il, gaso line and mo ney to fo reign 
co untries and no w we do n't hav e eno ugh 
things to go aro und.” One student said. 
“ So mebo dy go t greedy ! The sto res wanted 
mo re mo ney so they co uld get 
rich.” 
When asked what inflatio n was and ho w 
to end it, many students to o k to definitio ns 
instead o f answers. Altho ugh the majo rity 
o f fo urth graders were mo re aware oi the 
do llar’s spending po wer than the third 
grade students surv ey ed, many did no t 
kno w ho w to sto p inflatio n. 
“ Inflatio n is fuel," wro te a dark-haired

Business needs prodding 
to improve living standards

NEW YORK (AP) — A ma­ 
jo r , c h u r c h-eommissioned 
study, made largely by busi­ 
ness and economic experts, 
concludes that big corporations 
operating outside their home­ 
lands can play a vital role in 
improving living standards ev­ 
erywhere. but need the moral 
prodding of churches to rein­ 
force that objective. 


The churches “ can have an 
important impact” in focusing 
transnational 
business 
oper­ 
ations on social betterment, 
says the report by a special 
panel made up mostly of bank­ 
ers. corporate executives, gov­ 
ernment officials, labor special­ 
ists and lawyers. 


They say that the “ churches 


cannot in good conscience with­ 
draw' 
from such efforts, in 
view 
of 
the 
Biblical 
per­ 
spective . 


Churches have been applying 
their 
influence 
increasingly 
lately in the business area, with 
both Protestant and Roman 
Catholic bodies filing share­ 
holder petitions and speaking 
out at shareholder meetings. 
The report, mainly from busi­ 
ness leaders, indicates they 
find the church nudging valu­ 
able. 


It serves as a “ voice of con­ 
science,” even in cases where 
church stock holdings are rela­ 
tively small, says panel chair­ 
man William F. Trieber, re­ 
tired first vice president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York and presently consultant 
to it. 


Henry Dumcombe Jr., vice 
president and chief economist 
of General Motors, a panel 
member, says the churches 
“ have alerted us to issues that 
had not surfaced before” and 
brought “ substantial progress” 
on them. 
“ The impact of the churches 
on the multinational business 
community has been very con­ 
structive,” he told a news con­ 
ference. 
“ The whole question of codes 
of conduct has become a very 
important factor of considera­ 
tion, and the initiatives taken 
by the churches have made 
these issues important in the 
business community. The pow­ 
er of moral suasion is very po­ 
tent.”

proposes 


welfare cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government 
today 
proposed 
cutting off payments to welfare 
mothers who refuse to help 
identify and track down the fa­ 
ther of their children, but moth­ 
ers who cooperate would be re­ 
warded with cash bounties. 
Rules proposed by the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare also would require 
a 11 
adult 
applicants 
or 
recipients of family welfare 
payments to obtain Social Se­ 
curity numbers and furnish 
those numbers to a welfare 
agency. 
Those mothers who coopera­ 
ted in identifying the missing 
fathers would be rewarded with 
cash incentives of up to $20 a 
month in child-support pay­ 
ments without any loss of wel­ 
fare assistance. Support pay­ 
ments beyond the first $20 
would then begin to reduce the 
amount of welfare payments to 
the family. 
HEW estimates there are 1.3 
million 
fathers 
who 
have 
deserted their children and left 
their support to welfare, thus 
costing state and federal tax­ 
payers $1.5 billion a year. 
The regulations are designed 
to put into effect the 1974 
amendments to the Aid to Fam­ 
ilies with Dependent Children 
program, which pays about $8 
billion a year to more than 11 
million poor adults and their 
children. 
The public has 30 days to 
comment on the rules which 
take effect J uly 1. 
If a mother refused to coop­ 
erate in locating the father of a 
child, establishing paternity of 
a child born out of wedlock and 
obtaining 
support payments, 
she would lose her share of the 
family's benefits. 
The children's benefits, in 
such a case, would be handled 
by the local welfare agency or 
another third party. 
The government also would, 
for the first time, turn over 
now-confidential AFDC case 
records to nonwelfare “ public 
officials,” not otherwise identi­ 
fied in the proposed regu­ 
lations. for the purpose of col­ 
lecting child-support payments.

“The shortage isn’t cau sed by doctors 
packing u p and mov ing away from small 
towns.” he said. “ It’s ju st that when they 
retire or die, there is no one to replace 
them. 
“We hav e got to be able to u tilize all 
av ailable resou rces to compensate for the 
shortage.” he continu ed. “ And I think it’s 
ex citing that all of y ou here are inv olv ed in 
y ou r commu nities, helping the professional 
staff and helping all the children in y ou r 
town receiv e medical treatm ent. This 
v olu nteer spirit has to be the wav e of the 
fu tu re if the medical situ ation in ru ral 
areas of this cou ntry is to be improv ed. It 
won’t happen ov ernight, bu t y ou can help 
make a beginning .” 
Prior to Hobbs’ remarks, it was noted 
the project professional and v olu nteer 
staffs hav e treated 5,032 children since 
March. 19 73, and hav e su perv ised more 
than 10,000 patient v isits.

Then in September, ev en as 
the eco no my began its no sediv e, 
the birth curv e suddenly began 
rising and co ntinued to rise in 
Octo ber, No v ember and Decem­ 
ber. 


The result, acco rding to the 
Natio nal 
Center

Health 
Statistics, was that fo r the y ear as a 
who le, the birth rate was up 1 per 
cent o v er 19 73. 


The actual increase was small, 
ho wev er — 25,000 mo re babies 
bo m in 19 74 than in 19 73 — and 
po pulatio n watchers po int o ut that 
the rise was due to an increase in 
the

wo men

childbearing age rather than to an 
increase in the av erage number o f 
children per family . 


Last y ear, despite the fo urth- 
quarter upsurge in births, the U.S. 
po pulatio n o f so me 213 millio n 
grew at a rate o f o nly sev en-tenths 
o f 1 per cent. 


On the o ther hand, because the 
number o f wo men o f childbearing 
age is ex pected to increase by 12

WASHINGTON - Speaking candidly 
behind clo sed do o rs, Secretary o f State 
Henry Kissinger recently tried to assess the 
news sho cks which hav e jo lted the natio n. 


He cited the Watergate ho rro r, the 
eco no mic no sediv e, the breakdo wn o f Arab- 
Israeli 
nego tiatio ns 
and, 
finally , 
the 
co llapse 
o f anti-Co mmunist 
fo rces 
in 
Cambo dia and Vietnam. 


"We are clo se,” pro no unced Kissinger, 
"to a natio nal nerv o us breakdo wn. ” 


We disagree. 


Yo u see, we’v e been receiv ing tho usands 
o f letters each week fro m the peo ple who 
make up this co untry . They hav e been 
shaken by the setbacks, it’s true. Many are 
disillusio ned and disco uraged. Fo r them, 
the high and pure and go o d in America has 
beco me blurred 


But it is unmistakably clear fro m their 
letters that the United States has suffered a 
Dunkirk, no t a Waterlo o . The spirit o f 
America, as ex pressed in mo re than 750,000 
letters, is depressed but no t deflated. 


The Americans who hav e been writing to 
us do n’t 
want their 
leaders to beco me 
o bsessed 
with futile regrets, ex cessiv e 
remo rse o r div isiv e recriminatio ns. The 
prev ailing v iew, acco rding to o ur massiv e 
mail, is 
that there 
has been eno ugh 
mo urning and lamenting o v er past wro ngs. 


The majo rity o f o ur letter writers, 
altho ugh they do n't want the lesso ns o f the 
past to be fo rgo tten, believ e that o ur fo cus 
sho uld be fo rward, no t backward. "Let's go 
America.” urges Richard G. 
Brine, a 
Mo riches, N Y., po stal wo rker, in a ty pical 
letter. 


The mail we hav e amassed, we believ e, is 
the best av ailable measure o f the mo o d o f 
America. It began flo o ding in after we 
suggested that o ur Bicentennial slo gan 
sho uld co me fro m the peo ple, no t the 
go v ernment. We inv ited o ur readers to 
search fo r the right wo rds to ex press their 
feelings abo ut America. 


We hav e been abso lutely deluged with 
letters co ntaining sl(^ans, so ngs, po ems, 
reminscences 
— 
an 
o utpo uring 
o f 
sentiment fro m the hearts o f the peo ple. 
The 
o v erwhelming 
majo rity 
o f 
the 
respo nses 
hav e 
been 
tho ughtful 
and 
sincere, no t chauv enistic o r cy nical. 


Our o ffices became so swamped with 


slo gans that we had to arrange a separate 
mailing address. Please send y o ur slo gans 
to SLCXiANS USA, Bo x 19 7 6 , Washingto n, 
D.C. And send y o ur so ngs to The American 
So ng Festiv al, 59 00 Wilshire Blv d., Lo s

As ev idence o f ho w Americans feel deep 
do wn abo ut their co untry , we hav e picked 
o ut a few letters at rando m fro m the 
7 50,000 accumulatio n. 


"When this co untry was cut fro m the 
wilderness,” writes Flo y d A. Smith, a 
retired 
Ro ckingham. 
N.C., 
railro ad 
wo rker, "all men were equal because o f 
their need fo r each o ther... Ov er the y ears, 
we hav e beco me unequal — po litically , 
eco no mically and so cially ... So I must ask 
my Co untry to resto re Equality .” 


Yet despite the inequities, his faith in the 
co untry remains stro ng. "I am pro ud to be 
an American, ” he declares. He is co nfined 
to a wheelchair, hav ing lo st an arm and two 
legs in a railro ad accident. It must hav e 
been with feeling, therefo re, that he 
o ffered this slo gan: "America built with 
hands, callo used and to rn; but Freedo m 
was bo rn." 


The need to lo o k ahead was stressed by 
8 3-y ear-o ld Way ne Go ble o f Apple Valley . 
Cahf. "Ev en at this age,” he to ld us. "I’m 
alway s lo o king fo rward.” His suggested 
slo gan: 
"Fo rward 
America, 
Ho rizo ns 
Unlimited!” 


Fro m a rugged, Blairsto wn, N.J ., truck 
driv er came a po em. Alpan Walker was 
depressed by the wo rld news. But as he 
wheeled his great truck thro ugh Flo rida, he 
began to think abo ut the meaning o f 
America. 


He put his tho ughts into po etry , which 
included these lines: "America is truly 
beautiful. Fro m sea to fo rest wo o d. She 
ex emplifies what man can do . Thro ugh 
lo v e and bro therho o d. ” 


No o ne ex pressed the mo o d o f the 
co untry mo re succinctly than did 13-y ear- 
o ld Ro bin (jersten o f the Bro nx . "We hav e 
go tten thro ugh the depressio n and we’re 
just abo ut thro ugh Watergate,” she wro te. 
"No w it’s with the CIA. What’ll they think 
o f nex t? But whatev er it is, the U.S. will get 
thro ugh it, because we are the best.” 


The Paul Chilto n family o f Lo uisv ille, 
Ky ., believ es that the family unit is the 
backbo ne o f the co untry , that no natio n can 
rise abo v e its ho mes. Therefo re, they 


jo ined tc^ether as a family to co mpo se 
so me slo gans 


“ Do n’t just stand back and criticize, ” 
wro te the father. "Co me fo rward and lend 
a helping hand. Yo u are America; o ur 
future depends o n y o u. ” 


"Smile America, do n’t lo o k so sad; 
There’s mo re go o d abo ut y o ur co untry , 
than there is bad," wro te 15-y ear-o ld 
Antho ny Chilto n. 


And 13-y ear-o ld Rickey Chilto n o ffered 
this: "Yo u say America just isn’t what she 
used to be; What hav e y o u do ne to keep her 
beautiful and keep her free?” 


C!arl W. Schulmey er, a retired civ il 
engineer fro m Frankfo rt, Ind., made this 
appeal: "Be a red-white-and-blue co llar 
wo rker. Make America ev er greater.” 


And 
11-y ear-o ld 
Kim 
Reid 
o f 
Indianapo lis, who say s it makes her feel 
go o d when she sees the flag, suggested this 
slo gan:
